RIGHT ABOUT FACE. 


For years past the Free Press has been 
fighting the Manitoba govetnment on its 
anti-separate school policy and denouncing 
the principle of a uniform school system as 
intolerant and tyrannical to the last degree. 
On the approach of the general elections it 
became necessary for the Manitoba legisla- 
tive opposition, which lives, moves and 
has its being in the Free Press, to state its 
policy on public questions. This it has 
done, and this is the part of the policy re- 
lating to the school question : 

‘‘The Opposition hereby declare : 

‘1, That they are in favor of one uniform sys- 
tem of public schools for the province. 

“2. That they are ready and willing to loyal- 
ly son f out the present school act—should it 
be held by the judicial committee of the Privy 
Council of Great Britain to be witlrin the legisla- 
tive power of the province. 

‘‘3. That in the event of such school act being 
held by the judicial committee of the Privy 
Council of Great Britain to be beyond the legis- 
lative power of the province ;_ then they will 
endeavor to secure such amendments to the 
“British North American Act” and the ‘‘Mani- 
toba Act’ as will place educational matters 
wholly within the legislative power of the Prov- 
ince of Manitoba without appeal to Governor- 
General-in-Council or the Parliament of Ca- 
nada,” 

The policy is all right, but how under 
the circumstances the Free? Press. or the 
opposition party expect to be credited with 
honesty of purpose in the affair is one of 


those things that no fellow can find out. 


The Methodist conference, in session in Win- 
nipeg, is greatly exercised over the sentence of 
death recently passed on a Piegan Indian. for 
killing a medicine man of his tribe. It appears 
that the medicine man had undertaken to cure 
the children of the murderer and had failed ; 
and that under the circumstances Indian law or 
custom justified the killing of the medicine man 
by the bereaved parent. The conference thinks 
that, in this case, the Indian law should hold 
good, and that the killing of the medicine man 
should not be considered murder. There is 
something to be said in favor of the extension 
of this view to civilized life. 


The Free Press of June llth says: F. P. 
Brothers, who has charge of Mann & Holt’s rail- 
way construction work, arrived from the east 
this week. He left at midnight on a delayed 
Pacitic express for Calgary with 150 men,’ 50 
from this city and 100 from the east, who ar- 
rived last night. He isto push the work on 
the C, & E. south of the C. P. R. through to 
completion at once. Grading is finished to 
Within a few miles of Fort Macleod, and about 
fifty miles is to be ironed. From the Fort to 
the boundary the line is not graded ; tanks and 
station houses will also be erected.

OIL. 


For years past reports have beén spread 
from time to time, regarding the presence 
of asphalt and petroleum tar in the country 
surrounding Edmonton, and a good deal of 
time and money has been expended in the 
hitherto vain effort to locate the actual 
springs. Indian stories were told of springs 
of biack mud here and there, but none of 
these stories could ever be traced up to ac- 
tual fact. The Indian who knew the place 
was dead, or the one who had heard of it 
was unable to find it, or the spring having 
been found, it was only black mud 
and not the wished for petroleum, 
Color was lent to these reports by the 
known facts regarding the vast petroleum 
deposits on the Athabasca, which might 
easily extend to underlie the Edmonton 
district ; by the fact that limestone bould— 
ers saturated with petroleum tar in a hard 
dry state were frequently found on the 
river bars, and by the further facts that in 
the valley of a creek, about 60 miles south 
- west of Edmonton, large boulders or broken 
pieces of sandstone saturated with tar were 
found, and a similar find was made at 
Pigeon lake. The weak point of these dis- 
coveries was that, although beyond ques- 
tion the tar was there, being only in loose 
moveable pieces of stone, no clue was given 
as to the locality of the spring from which 
it came. A local company was formed to 
bore for oil at the creek mentioned, but 
the drill procured was unsuited for the 
purpose, and soon broke, and the boring 
was abandoned, This was the last attempt 
that was made to find oil until Monday of

this week. Rumors had been gathering 
ever since spring opened as to the 
existence of a most peculiar spring 


north of St, Albert, and oi Monday 
last P, Daly drove out to the place, 
about 22 miles distant to investigate, 
On his return he brought with him a num- 
ber of pieces of earth or mud saturated 
with tarso asto be quite flexible and a 
pan fullof the tar itself in a semi-liquid 
state, taken out of a hole which he caused 
to be dug to a depth of about five feet. Ap- 
parently the tar had exuded through a crack 
in the ground, saturating the surface earth 
and being itself hardened by the process, 
About two feet below the suiface the first 


pure liquid tar was found in what appear- | 


ed like pockets as far as the digging was 


carried, The color of the tar is Mack with 


a very slight brownish tinge. It is of the 
consistency and has very much of the 
smell of ordinary coal tar. In every way 
it exactly resembles the tar found on the 
Athabasca, which has been pronounced by 
geologists to be the product of petroleum 
beds. The tar burns readily in a fire, 

iving off smoke and a smell exactly like 
petroleum. Whether or not the tar isa 
sure indication of a profitable petroleum 
field, there is no doubt of the genitineness 
of the find, and as little that,it is not con- 
fined to that single locality.
